A oity haa a right, he claima, to do 
anything the lawmakers deem neees 
sary to protect or promot I the health, 
peaoe. oomfort, happiness or welfare 
of tbe people in general This gives 
municipal lawmakers a wide scope, 
ami enables them to do anything 
fining people for spitting on the 
or elsewhere.to selling or killing prop- 
erty belonging to I uon resident for 
taxes or violating tbe law 

Tbe city conld hnve killed the cows 
or horses caught running at large in 
violation of ordinance as BMtftj 
kill dogs. Tho difference is that it is 
better and more profitable to sell the 
cows and horses, when they are not 
redeemed by their owners, while it 
woald be impossible to sell the dogs.

The people, lie declared, 
were entitled to protection from dogs, 
cows, borsos and everything else, and 
tnose who have them must take tn< 
conseqnenoes.

These animals have no right running 
at lsrge in Padncah after U a. m.. and 
there aro now two fine Jerseys in the 
pound whioh are to be sold Saturday 
for obarges because their owners 
turned them loose and they were 
caught at large in violation of law. 

Jadge Sanders oould fine every per- 
son warranted, for not having paid 
the dog lioense. Any person wbo 
owned a dog ut tbs beginning of the 
year, win n all licenses of whatever 
description fell due, are subject to n 
due just the same as if tbey had vio- 
lated any other law.
